For  further  details,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  ac- 
companying accounts. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  financial  statement 
that  our  indebtedness  has  increased  during  the  year  only 
$7,172.11,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  issued  to 
Wm.  Smith,  Esq.,  in  payment  for  water  pipes,  $33,000  in 
Water  bonds ;  also  for  the  Park  Commission  $33,000,  and 
also  sold  $4,500  Sewerage  bonds,  making  in  all  $70,500  in 
bonds  during  the  year. 

The  large  amounts  of  notes  in  bank  paid  during  the  year 
will  account  for  the  small  increase.    The  city  begins  the  new 
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year,  1870,  with  no  notes  in  bank,  and  $47,068.85  delin- 
quent taxes  in  the  hands  of  ward  collectors.  Your  honorable 
bodies  will  have  observed  also,  that  a  large  amount  of  the 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  fell  due  January  1st,  1870. 
At  a  former  meeting  of  your  horvorable  bodies  a  resolution 
was  adopted  authorizing  your  Finance  Committee  to  dispose 
of  the  Government  securities  held  by  the  city,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  applied  to  payment  of  said  maturing  loan  ;  also 
an  ordinance  was  adopted  at  the  same  time  authorizing  the 
issue  of  "  renewal  bonds  "  to  meet  the  deficiency,  and  the 
work  is  now  going  on,  the  details  of  which  will  properly  be- 
long to  the  next  annual  report. 

In  connection  with  this  I  desire  to  suggest  to  your  honor- 
able bodies  the  propriety  of  making  provisions  to  meet  any 
portion  of  our  indebtedness  falling  due,  in  sufficient  time  to 
enable  us  to  be  prompt  in  settlement  with  the  holders  thereof, 
thereby  giving  satisfaction,  and  not  only  that,  but  enhancing 
the  credit  of  the  city. 

Your  former  Controller,  in  his  last  annual  report,  called 
the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  the  "  loose  system 
under  which  all  moneys  collected  for  special  assessments  were 
paid  out,  without  being  subject  to  the  scrutiny  and  inspection 
of  any  of  your  committees  or  of  the  Controller." 

I  here  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  I  have  at  present  under 
consideration  a  system  which  contemplates  that  all  moneys 
collected,  whether  for  regular  tax  or  special  assessment,  shall 
go  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  be  paid  out  only  on  warrants 
duly  registered  and  countersigned,  and  will  report  it  to  the 
committee  having  in  charge  the  revision  of  the  City  Code  in 
due  time,  so  that  it  will  come  from  this  committee  for  your 
examination  and  action. 

I  need  hardly  say,  in  conclusion,  that  the  room  now  occu- 
pied by  your  Controller  is  not  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
business  to  be  transacted,  and  rapidly  accumulating  books, 
papers,  &c. 
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The  Controller  is  by  ordinance  the  proper  custodian  of  all 
the  records,  documents,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  city,  and  it 
would  seem  proper  that  there  should  be  a  vault  in  connection 
with  the  office.  At  present,  in  consequence  of  the  small 
capacity  of  the  safe  in  use,  we  are  obliged  to  keep  nearly  all 
the  contrasts,  articles  of  agreement,  and  other  important 
papers,  in  a  wooden  "  book  case." 

I  desire  also  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  your  for- 
mer Controller,  R.  B.  Francis,  Esq.,  for  kindness  shown  me 
in  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office.

To    the    Honorable    the    Select    and    Common    Councils    of 
Allegheny  : 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Streets  submit 
the  following  Annual  Report,  in  addition  to  the  Reports  o  f 
the  various  city  officers  working  under  our  direction.  We 
subjoin  onlj  a  brief  extract  of  operations,  and  refer  your 
Honorable  bodies  to  the  detailed  reports  for  further  infor- 
mation concerning  matters  of  interest. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  remarkable  activity 
in  street  improvements,  and  construction  of  sewers — no  less 
than  forty-eight  streets  and  alleys  being  graded  and  paved, 
and  seventeen  sewers  constructed.  The  cost  of  the  grading 
and  paving  is  estimated  at  $284,733.66  ;  that  of  the  sewers,  ' 
$70,555.20.  The  total  distance  of  the  former  is  7x^o  miles, 
that  of  the  latter,  3  miles.  The  street  improvements  show  a 
difference  of  j^  miles  greater  than  last  year,  and  a  com- 
parative greater  cost  of  $28,098.88.  By  reference  to  the 
Engineer's  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  last 
three  years — 1867,  1868  and  1869 — the  amount  and  cost  of 
grading  and  paving  lacks  only  25  per  cent,  of  being  equal  to 
that  of  all  previous  years,  being  20|-  miles  against  30J  miles. 
The  total  length  of  streets  graded  and  paved  within  the  city, 
up  to  January  1,  1870,  is  estimated  at  fifty-one  (51)  miles, 
and  foots  up  a  total  cost  of  $1,065,549.82. 

For  detailed  information  concerning  the  cost  of  cleaning 
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of  streets,  and  repairing  and  repaving  of  streets  during  the 
year,  attention  is  directed  to  the  Report  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner. From  the  report  of  the  same  officer  we  learn  the 
following  facts : 

Collected  for  grading  and  paving  during  the  year,  ^86,460  90 
Due  January  1,  1870, 32,502  36 

This  statement  is  based  on  grading  and  paving  assessments 
due  prior  to  January  1,  1869.  Since  that  time,  the  collec- 
tion of  special  assessments  have  been  made  by  the  Treasurer, 
Mr.  David  Macferron.     (See  Report  of  that  officer.) 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  a  growing  interest 
in  favor  of  under-ground  drainage,  as  evidenced  by  the  large 
number  of  lateral  sewers  co.istructed  last  year,  and  in  pro- 
gress of  construction,  besides  a  number  petitioned  for  in  va- 
rious localities  throughout  the  city.  We  have  also  to  note 
the  completion  of  the  contract  of  the  Montgomery  avenue, 
Sedgwick  street,  and  WTest  Common  trunk  sewers.  Petitions 
have  been  before  your  Committee  for  extending  the  Sedg- 
wick street  sewer  to  the  river,  and  constructing  a  main  sewer 
through  the  First  Ward,  from  Ohio  street  to  the  river  ;  also 
for  the  extension  of  Spring  Garden  avenue  sewer  (now  under 
contract)  to  the  river,  all  of  which  is  contemplated  by  the 
present  plan  of  sewerage.  The  new  Counsils  will  see  the 
propriety  of  carrying  out  the  work  instituted  by  this  body. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  grades  have  been  established, 
and  grading  completed  on  side-hill  streets,  which  has  caused 
considerable  dissatisfaction,  and  no  doubt  heavy  loss  to  many 
of  our  citizens,  but  it  is  out  of  the  order  of  things  to  suppose 
that  great  public  improvements  can  be  made  without  sub- 
jecting some  persons  to  loss.  No  blame,  however,  can  at- 
tach to  your  Committee,  or  any  of  the  officers  of  the  city. 
The  fault,  if  fault  exists,  frequently  lies  with  those  (perhaps 
a  minority  of  the  residents  of  a  street  or  alley)  petitioning  for 
a  grade,  which,  if  established,  would  prove  injurious  and  per- 
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haps  disastrous  to  their  neighbor's  property.  Of  one  thing 
there  is  a  certainty — there  never  has  been  an  intentional 
wrong  done ;  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  always  a  determk 
nation  evinced  to  deal  impartially  where  there  appeared  to 
be  conflicting  interests  among  petitioners. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  discussion,  at  various 
times  during  the  past  year,  the  necessity  of  making  a  com- 
plete change  in  the  names  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city.  It  was  thought  that  some  system  could  be  devised  to 
use  numbers  for  names  of  streets,  where  practicable,  but  as 
yet  the  Committee  have  failed  to  reach  any  conclusion.  The 
multiplicity  of  individual  plans,  which  comprise  the  city,  got- 
ten up  independently  of  each  other,  at  present  seems  to  pre- 
sent an  overwhelming  barrier  against  any  scheme  of  uni- 
formity in  this  very  iinportant  matter.  The  Committee  have 
agreed  upon  one  thing,  viz.,  the  necessity  of  dispensing  with 
duplicated  street  and  aMey  names,  of  which  there  is  a  large 
number.  The  main  trouble  in  this  connection  was  to  a^ree 
upon  substituted  names.  The  whole  matter,  however,  was 
laid  over,  with  the  recommendation  to  new  Councils  to  take 
early  steps  in  adjusting  this  very  important  matter.

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These  grades  give  a  length  of  over  eight  miles.  Some  of 
the  streets  shown  are  old  established  thoroughfares  with  the 
adjacent  property  more  or  less  improved.  In  such  cases 
(especially  where  streets  traverse  irregular  ground  or  rough 
hill-side  territory,  with  buildings  seated  at  almost  all  possible 
elevations)  fixing  grades  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  city,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  satisfaction  to  the 
property  holders  affected,  is  a  task  very  difficult  to  accom- 
plish. 

Grades  should  always  be  established  in  advance  of  build- 
ing improvements.  In  the  unimproved  territory  recently 
acquired  the  location  and  grades  of  principal  avenues  of 
approach  and  intersecting  streets,  should  be  defined  in  a 
general  plan,  to  guide  in  locating  buildings  and  in  making 
improvements,  and  thus  give  confidence  to  the  community  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  property,  without  the  dread  of  being 
interfered  with  in  the  opening  out  of  new  streets. 

As  long  as  these  matters  of  location  and  grades  of  streets 
^*emain  unsettled,  so  long  must  we  expect  to  see  the  property 
lie  in  a  comparative  unimproved  condition,  and  unproductive^ 
as  far  as  yielding  any  revenue  to  the  city  is  concerned. 

It  has  been  the  misfortune  of  this  city  (as  it  has  been  with 
almost  every  other  one  at  some  particular  period  of  its  history) 
to  neglect  many  of  the  most  important  matters  of  internal 
improvement  until  the  necessities  of  growth  and  expansion 
force  their  consideration. 

Sewers,  street  openings  and  street  grades  are  all  sprung 
upon  us  after  the  city  has  jogged  along  quietly  for  thirty 
years,  and  after  we  have  enjoyed  appareyitly  a  perpetual  in- 
demnity against  such  annoyances  in  regard  to  present  or 
prospective  wants  as  periodically  afi"ec|;  other  cities. 

The  difficulty  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  work  under  such 
circumstances,  arise  in  part  from  the  unavoidable  interference 
made  with  what  has  already  been  done,  and  in  part  from  the 
difficulty  of  satisfying  existing  prejudices  in  regard  to  matters 
involving  radical  change. 
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The  preliminaries  to  the  work  of  street  openings  and  street 
extension  would  be  greatly  simplified,  and  many  of  the  diffi- 
culties now  experienced  in  taking  offsets  out  of  streets,  or 
in  making  their  lines  continuous,  removed  in  future,  if  such 
legislation  was  obtained  as  would  enable  the  city,  hereafter, 
to  require  property  holders  laying  out  grounds  into  blocks 
and  streets,  to  submit  the  plans  for  such  additions  to  Councils 
for  their  approval,  with  the  further  provision  that  no  plans 
should  be  valid  or  admitted  to  record  without  such  indorse- 
ment.    This  would  insure  uniformity  in  streets  and  blocks. 

Sewers, 

15,274  feet  or  nearly  three  (3)  miles  of  sewers  have  been, 
built  within  the  past  year,  at  a  cost  of  §70,550.20. 

The  annexed  tables  show  length,  depth,  location,  calibre, 
and  cost  per  running  foot,  of  these  sewers  as  well  as  of  those 
previously  constructed. 
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The  cost  per  mile  for  the  three  miles  built  this  year  would 
be  $23,518.00,  while  that  of  the  two  and  six-tenths  (2j«5) 
miles  built  previously,  runs  up  to  $48,000.00  per  mile,  show- 
ing a  very  decided  reduction  in  cost  in  the  last  work,  (the 
prices  of  labor  and  material  in  both  cases  being  about  the 
same)  and  a  great  saving  to  the  tax  payers. 

The  sewers  recently  built  are  placed  at  a  greater  depth 
below  the  street  surface,  and  are  more  liberally  supplied  with 
inlets  and  manholes  than  was  formerly  considered  sufficient 
for  such  work.  This  tends  to  increase  their  cost  over  former 
sewers;  yet  the  tables  show  a  large  reduction  in  cost  per 
running  foot,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  from 
the  elaborate  plan  and  data  .already  at  hand,  we  are  able  to 
determine  exactly  the  location  and  size  required  for  any  pro- 
posed sewer,  and  are  not  exposed  to  the  danger  of  locating  a 
large  sewer  where  a  small  one  would  do  as  well.  No  more 
money  is  expended,  or  woi-k  done,  than  the  case  demands  ; 
and  no  work  already  done  requires  re-location  or  change  of 
dimensions. 

The  greater  part  of  these  sewers  (or  If  miles)  are  what 
are  termed  lateral  sewers,  and  built  upon  the  petition  of  the 
property  holders  along  the  line  of  sewers,  and  paid  for  by 
such  property,  as  in  street  paving. 

The  remainder,  or  one   and   six-tenths  (ly^^)  miles,  styled 

main  sewers,  are  paid  for  in  part  by  the  property  abutting, 

and  in  part  by  a  general  tax;  so  that  it  rests  with  the  people 

themselves  to  fix  on  the  amount  to  be  annually  expended  on 

such  work. 

Sewer  Permits. 

The  system  of  granting  sewer  permits  for  tapping  sewers, 
and  of  issuing  licenses  to  plumbers  and  masons  for  doing  the 
work  (put  in  force  this  fall)  is  now  fairly  inaugurated,  and  is 
willingly  acquiesced  in  by  the  public. 

Seven  (7)  parties  have  so  far  been  licensed,  and  the  books 
(but  lately  opened)  show  the  issue  of  forty-three  (43)  permits 
for  tapping  sewers,  amounting  to  $43.00. 
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The  item  of  cleaning  sewers  has  not  yet  found  its  way  into 
the  schedule  of  city  expenditures,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  your 
engineer  and  your  committee  on  sewers,  that  this  shall  be 
held  in  check,  as  far  as  can  be  done,  by  careful  construction, 
and  in  providing  froper  regulations  for  the  use  of  sewers. 
Sewer  cleaning  in  some  cities  requires  a  large  annual  ex- 
penditure, varying  according  to  the  completeness  or  imper- 
fection of  their  systems  of  sewerage. 

Lot  Registry. 

Since  the  date  this  law  went  into  effect,  (May  20,  1869,) 
four  thousand  five  hundred  property  descriptions  have  been 
taken,  and  a  portion  of  these  entered  and  plotted  upon  the 
plan  books  prepared  for  that  purpose.  In  its  present  incom- 
plete state,  its  records  are  of  great  service  to  the  office  in 
locating  property  for  assessments  and  correcting  errors  in  tax 
lists ;  besides,  they  are  constantly  consulted  by  citizens  not 
connected  with  the  city  government,  for  information  concern- 
ing the  title,  boundaries,  or  ownership  of  property.  Its  ad- 
vantages cannot  be  fully  appreciated  until  it  is  completed, 
which  will  be  during  the  coming  year. 

Chicago  in  the  revised  charter  of  1869,  has  made  provision 
for  the  carrying  out  of  a  system  of  registry  of  property 
similar  to  cur  own,  with  the  difference  that  it  is  there  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Tax  Commissioner.

The  above  shows  the  impetus  given  to  this  class  of  im- 
provement within  the  past  three  (8)  years,  and  gives  a  tol- 
erably fair  basis  for  measuring  the  recent  rapidity  of  growth 
and  development  of  the  city. 

In  comparing  the  amount  of  sewering  and  paving  on  this 
side  of  the  river  with  that  of  Pittsburgh,  the  reports  show 
that  for  the  past  three  years  Allegheny  has  equalled,  if  not 
excelled  her  sister  city  in  the  extent  of  such   improvements. 

In  connection  with  street  improvements,  I  would  ask  your 
attention  to  the  matter  of  planting  shade  trees  on  the  side- 
walks of  the  streets,  or  that  portion  of  them  used  for  residence 
purposes.  The  liberal  public  spirit  and  refined  taste  of  our 
citizens  have  done  much  to  increase  the  healthfulness  and 
attractiveness  of  the  city,  in  the  planting  of  ornamental 
shade  trees  in  the  front  of  their  premises.  But  to  exend  this 
system  so  as  to  give  character  to  streets,  or  particular  localities, 
or  to  make  its  benefits  general  in  scope,  it  should  ba  under 
municipal  direction  and  supervision. 

From  the  results  presented  in  street  work,  it  would  seem 
to  be  the  settled  disposition  of  our  citizens  to  make  large 
annual  expenditures  in  the  way  of  street  paving.  In  view 
of  this  and  of  the  fact  that  we  have  now  fifty-one  (51)  miles 
of  paved  streets  to  keep  in  repair  and  maintain^  would  it  not 
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be  proper  for  Councils  to  make  some  inquiry  into  the  relative 
merits  of  the  different  kinds  of  pavements  in  use  elsewhere, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  there  might  not  be 
some  other  description  of  pavement  than  that  of  which  our 
streets  are  formed,  [the  cobble  stone)  that  might  not  be  more 
advantageously  used,  in  certain  sections  or  localities  at  least, 
and  be  much  more  cheaply  maintained. 

The  first  cost  of  pavements  should  not  be  the  controlling 
consideration.  It  is  in  maintenance  and  repairs  where  the 
serious  drain  is  made  on  the  tax  payer's  pocket. 

With  the  growth  and  improvement  of  the  city,  the  work  of 
this  office  becomes  more  extended  and  more  varied,  and  re- 
quires a  corresponding  enlargement  of  facilities  for  transact- 
ing the  business.  I  had  the  honor,  a  year  ago,  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  room  occupied  by  your  engineer 
was  too  small  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  force  and 
the  preservation  of  the  records.  As  nothing  as  yet  has  been 
done  in  the  matter,  I  would  again  suggest  the  importance  of 
an  early  provision  of  the  necessary  accommodation  for  the 
increased  business  of  the  office.

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BoMcitor's  Meport. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common   Councils   of  the 
City  of  Allegheny. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  making  the 
following  report  of  the  business  transacted  during  the  last 
year  in  the  legal  department  of  the  city  government. 

The  cases  of  Logan  vs.  the  City,  after  trial  in  one  case  and 
judgment  against  the  city,  were  settled,  as  authorized  by  a 
resolution  of  your  honorable  bodies. 

The  case  of  Marshall  vs.  the  City,  relative  to  grading,  &c., 
vrill  be  tried  the  second  time  in  a  few  days ;  the  necessary 
legislation  to  cure  the  defects  in  our  case,  was  not  secured 
until  so  late  in  the  session,  that  it  caused  a  delay  in  trying 
the  case.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  city  should  not  gain  the 
case.  A  number  of  other  suits  were  entered  against  the 
property  owners  on  this  same  sheet,  but  in  every  case  affi- 
davits of'  defence  have  been  filed. 

The  case  of  the  Hope  Mills  vs.  the  City,  was  settled  by  a 
decree  being  entered  in  favor  of  the  city,  giving  the  required 
width  of  pavement. 

The  case  of  the  City  vs.  Zug  &  Co.,  depends  entirely  upon 
legal  questions,  which  will  be  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  case  of  Wainwright  vs.  McCullough,  which  was  argued  in 
November  last,  and  the  Supreme  Court  now  sitting  in  Phila- 
delphia, are  expected  to  forward  in  a  few  days  their  decision, 
which  I  will  communicate  to  you  immediately  that  it  is  re- 
ceived, and  then  knowing  whether  or  not  the  lines  are  to 
stand,  as  they  are  now  established ;  and  if  they  do  stand, 
having  the  rights  of  the  cities  and  private  owners  defined, 
we  can  prosecute  the  case  intelligently,  and  spend  our  time 
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and  money  to  some  purpose,  which  we  cannot  do  until  this 
case  is  decided. 

The  collection  of  sewerage  claims  remaining  unpaid  are 
being  collected  as  speedily  as  possible. 

The  Court  has  confirmed  the  Viewers'  report  on  widening 
of  Jackson  street,  Webster  street,  M'Fadden  street,  and 
M'Donald  alley. 

Viewers'  reports  on  opening  of  Sedgwick  and  Perry  streets, 
will  be  submitted  at  first  meeting  of  Councils  after  your  pres- 
ent meeting. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  opening  Fayette, 
High,  and  other  streets,  as  ordered  by  resolution. 

The  assessments  for  opening  Morton,  Pitt,  and  Evan 
alleys,  have  been  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  parties  en- 
titled. 

I  have  made  the  following  collections  during  the  year,  and 
paid  over  the  same  to  the  proper  ofiicers,  viz  :

Apart  from  these  special  matters  reported,  a  large  amount 
of  general  business  has  been  transacted. 

The  new  charter  of  the  city  ^has  been  completed  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Ordinance  Committee,  also  a  new  Act  of 
Assembly  relative  to  grading,  paving,  and  opening  of  streets, 
which  latter  it  is  very  necessary  to  have  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, for  reasons  well  known  to  some  of  the  Committees. 
These  matters  will  be  presented  to  Council  for  its  approval, 
the  first  regular  meeting  after  organization,  and  when  acted 
upon  by  the  Legislature,  the  Code  can  be  prepared  and  pub- 
lished, as  contemplated.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Oouneils  of  Alle- 
gheny. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Engines 
present  the  following  Report : 

Your  Committee  under  ordinary  circumstances,  would  con- 
sider it  the  work  of  supererogation  to  make  an  additional 
report  to  the  very  exhaustive  and  intelligent  statement  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  which  accompanies 
this  paper.  There  is  one  matter,  however,  which  your  Com- 
mittee think  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  the  serious 
consideration  of  your  honorable  body,  viz  :  It  is  not  a  dis- 
puted point,  that  the  interests  of  the  city  demand  the  erection 
of  a  better  and  more  convenient  class  of  houses  for  engine 
purposes  than  we  have  at  present.  At  best,  a  number  of 
them  are  not  better  than  rickety,  tumble-down  sheds,  un- 
sightly in  the  extreme,  and  not  more  so  than  they  are  incon- 
venient and  ill-adapted  for  the  purposes  used.  Your  Com- 
mittee are  glad  to  note  that  public  opinion  is  being  gradually 
worked  up  to  the  necessity  of  erecting  all  public  buildings  in 
good  style,  and  in  keeping  with  the  advancing  progress  of  the 
spirit  of  the  age.  Among  the  engine  buildings  and  localities, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find 
a  more  out  of  the  way  location  and  illy  contrived  house,  than 
that  at  present  occupied  by  the  Hope  Fire  Engine  Compan3^ 
There  is  no  outlet,  without   a  great  roundabout,  than    by 
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scaling  an  angle  of  45  degrees.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your 
committee  have  one  recommendation  to  make,  viz  :  There 
is  a  small  strip  of  the  West  Common  bounded  by  Marion 
avenue,  Ridge  avenue,  Ohio  street,  and  the  rail  road,  which 
your  committee  regard  as  a  very  suitable  site  for  an  engine 
house.  It  is  in  fact,  about  the  only  suitable  locality  for 
such  a  structure  that  can  be  found  within  the  limits  of  the 
First  ward.  The  committee  have  no  desire  to  interfere  with 
the  Park  Commission  in  the  work  of  beautifying  the  Park, 
and  would  not  insist  upon  the  carrying  out  of  the  suggestion 
if  it  would  have  that  effect.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Park 
Commission  will  need  a  building  of  some  kind,  at  some  point 
on  the  park  for  park  purposes.  Why  not  set  aside  this  strip 
for  such  purpose,  and  erect  a  building  thereon  that  would 
answer  for  an  engine  house,  and  serve  for  a  green  house  and 
store  room  for  the  park  as  well.  Your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a  handsome  building  could  be  erected  at  that 
point,  which  would  be  an  ornament  instead  of  a  detraction. 
Any  other  treatment  of  the  ground  in  question  would 
prove  very  expensive,  and  when  completed,  would  add  very 
little  lustre  to  the  park  ground.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
recommend  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  incoming 
Councils,  and  trust  that  prompt  action  will  be  taken. 

For  the  detailed  operations  of  the  Fire  Department,  your 
attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  Chief  Engineer  Crow's 
Report.  It  is  full,  complete  and  satisfactory,  creditable  alike 
to  that  officer  and  your  committee,  showing,  as  it  does,  that 
the  Department  has  been  conducted  economically  and  effi- 
ciently. The  thanks  of  your  committee  are  due  and  hereby 
extended  to  him  for  his  faithful  and  successful  efforts. 

A  copy  of  "  Rules  and  Regulations  "  for  the  government 
of  the  Paid  Fire  Department,  have  been  prepared  and  ap- 
proved by  your  committee,  and  are  herewith  submitted  for 
your  approval.     The  following  resolution  is  reported : 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Allegheny,  That  the  thanks  of  Councils  be  and  are  here  by 
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extended  to  James  E.  Crow,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  L.  D.  M'Candles!5,  Superintendent  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  for  their  uniform  attention  to  duty 
and  faultless  management  of  their  respective  departments.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  Second  Annual 
Report  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department  of  this  City,  for 
the  year  1869. 

ExpeDses. 

I  append  a  tabular  statement  showing  the  aggregate  ex- 
pense of  the  Department,  as  also  the  detailed  expenses  of  the 
several  companies  composing  the  same. 
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iis  will  be  seen,  the  repairs  of  the  Hope  apparatus  aggre- 
gate a  large  sum,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  it 
was  necessary  to  procure  new  flues,  and  also  new  suction  for 
their  steamer,  the  cost  of  which  was  $430.05. 

Included  in  the  above  statement  of  expenses  are  the  fol- 
lowin'g,  what  I  may  term  extraordinary  expenses,  viz.: 

Purchase  of  house  converted  into  a  stable  for  Columbia 

Hose  Company $1,500  00 

Team  of  horses  for  Friendship 575  00 

New  stable  for  Friendship 295  00 

Payment  of  half  contract  price  of  building  Good  Will 

Engine  House 5,000  00 

Total  extraordinary  expenses $7,370  00 

Hose. 

The  Department  is  at  the  present  time  well  supplied  with 
Hose — part  of  which  has  been  procured  during  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  $3,056.12.  This  hose  has  been  distributed  to  the 
Companies  below  mentioned,  in  the  following  proportion,  viz.: 

Columbia 500  feet. 

Friendship 200     " 

Ellsworth 550     " 

Good  Will 550     " 

There  is,  altogether,  in  the  Department,  5,500  feet  of  hose, 
of  which  4,750  feet  are  in  good  condition,  the  remaining  750 
feet  are  in  bad  condition. 

New  Engine  House. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  and 
the  citizens  at  large,  upon  the  advanced  views  now  held  in 
regard  to  the  architectural  character  of  our  Engine  Houses, 
of  which  the  Good  Will  engine  house,  now  being  erected,  gives 
evideace.     This  structure,  when  completed,  will  be  an  orna- 
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ment  to  the  section  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  located,  and  as 
such,  a  lasting  tribute  to  the  liberal  and  enlarged  views  of 
this  Council.  It  is  commodious,  convenient,  and  in  keeping 
with  the  advancing  status  of  our  city. 

New  Steam  lire  Engine. 

An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Department  by  the  pro- 
curement of  a  steamer,  which  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
the  Friendship  Fire  Company.  The  steamer  is  a  model  of 
beauty  and  finish,  of  the  kind  known  as  Second-class  Double, 
and  cost  ^4,500. 

Fuel  Wagon. 

At  present,  considerable  difficulty  exists  for  want  of  u  proper 
means  of  obtaining  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  steam  engines  at 
fires.  It  is  the  cus^'om  to  obtain  it  wherever  it  is  most  con- 
ver  lent,  often  to  the  serious  disadvantage  and  loss  of  persons 
residing  in  the  vicinity  of  fires,  as  the  fuel  is  always  obtained 
from  the  coal  houses  of  these  persons,  or  worse  still,  their 
fences  or  other  property  are  torn  down  and  used  as  fuel.  In 
view  is  this,  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  suitable 
wagon  and  horse,  to  be  kept  at  one  of  the  engine  houses,  to 
be  used  in  bringing  to  the  steamers,  when  engaged  in  service, 
the  fuel  necessary  to  operate  them.  This  plan  is  in  operation 
elsewhere,  and  I  think  should  be  adopted  here. 

Fires. 

During  the  year  there  were  sixty-five  alarms  of  fires,  thir- 
teen of  which  were  false.  The  loss  from  fire  this  year  has 
been  unusually  large,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $237,353 ; 
the  insurance  on  property  destroyed  amounted  to  $]  55^730. 
The  most  destructive  of  these  fires  were  the  following : 
Hope  Cotton  Factory,  situate  on  Lacock  street,  A.  H. 
Childs  &  Co.,  owners,  burned  September  17th,  1869.  Loss 
$150,000;  insurance,  $115,000. 
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'  La  Belle  Steel  Works,  Rebecca  street,  Reiter  &  Son,  own- 
ers, burned  April  6tli.     Loss  $27,887  ;    insurance  $16,689. 

Frazier  &  Bro's.  planing  mill.  Beech  street,  caught  fire 
and  was  destroyed,  June  29th.  Loss,  $25,000 ;  insurance, 
$9,000. 

Fifth  Ward  school  house,  corner  Page  and  Fulton  streets, 
burned  Dec.  21st.     Loss,  $28,000 ;  insurance,  $28,000. 

The  last  was  a  magrnificent  structure,  one  of  the  finest  of 
its  kind  in  the  State,  and  had  been  completed  and  occupied 
but  a  short  time.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is  supposed  to  have 
been  a  defective  flue. 

Water  Supply. 

At  the  three  last  mentioned  fires,  the  want  of  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water  constituted  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  repres- 
sion of  the  fire.  Indeed,  this  short  supply  of  water  in  cer- 
tain localities  of  the  city  has  come  to  be  a  question  for  serious 
consideration.  The  property  of  our  citizens  in  these  locali- 
ties, ever  exposed  to  the  ravages  of  the  devouring  element, 
are  to  a  degree  without  the  means  at  hand  to  check  its  pro- 
gress. Complaints  loud  and  bitter  reach  us  upon  the  occasion 
of  fires,  and  the  remedy  is  urgently  called  for.  The  difficulty 
is  believed  to  consist,  and  no  doubt  is,  in  the  insufficient  cal- 
ibre of  the  pipes.  To  remedy  this  will  no  doubt  entail  con- 
siderable cost;  and  it  is  for  Councils  to  say  whether  or  no 
it  shall  be  applied. 

'  Paid  Department. 

This  year  marks  an  era  in  the  history  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  Volunteer  Department,  born  before  the  city  was 
a  city,  living  through  scenes  of  personal  heroism,  of  noble 
daring,  the  death  grapple  with  the  fiery  demon,  inspired 
thereto  by  all  the  nobler  instincts  of  humanity ;  and  through 
the  darker  shades  of  human  passion — the  sullen  refusal  to  do 
duty,  with  its  accompaniments  of  riot,  bloodshed  and  destruc- 
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tion — this  Volunteer  Department,  marked  by  these  charac- 
teristics, is  expiring.  It  ceases  to  exist  on  the  1st  day  of 
February,  1870,  and  a  new  system  is  to  be  inaugurated — 
that  of  a  Paid  Fire  Department.  The  new  system  is  more 
expensive,  but  if  it  proves  more  effective,  as  it  is  believed  it 
will,  the  additional  expense  will  be  fully  compensated.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Oommon  Oounctls  of  Alle- 
gheny. 

Gentlemen  : — Your   Committee  on   Water  submit 
the  following  Annual  Report : 

The  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  is  directed  and 
specially  referred  to  the  intelligent  and  highly  satisfactory 
Reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Water  Works  and  Water 
Assessor,  which  accompanies  this  Report.  Both  Reports 
indicate  an  improvement  in  the  departments  respectively  rep- 
resented. The  committee  have  no  hesitancy  in  approving 
all  that  is  contained  therein  ;  and  more  especially  direct  your 
attention  to  that  portion  of  the  Superintendent's  Report, 
which  refers  to  better  water  supply.  In  this  connection,  it 
will  be  recollected,  that  Councils  took  the  initiative  step,  by 
authorizing  your  committee  to  tap  the  basin  on  the  north 
side,  and  lay  twenty  and  twelve  inch  water  pipe  along  the 
northeastern  section  of  the  city,  and  instructed  the  committee 
to  examine  concerning  a  proper  site  for  a  new  basin.  A 
portion  of  this  legislation  was  had,  with  the  view  of  accom- 
modating the  present  necessity,  and  at  best  was  only  regarded 
as  a  temporary  solution  of  the  trouble  which  threatens  us. 
We  need  a  new  basin  with  greater  capacity  and  greater  alti- 
tude, and  the  sooner  Councils  come  to  a  realizing  sen  ^e of  the 
importance  of  such  an  improvement  the  better.  The  demand 
for  water  supply  from  the  residents  of  the  more  elevated  por- 
tions of  the  city  has  already  been   made,  and  must  be  met. 
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While  the  committee  concede  all  and  more  than  the  Superin- 
tendent asserts,  concerning  the  improved  capacity  of  the 
works  and  basin,  there  are  those  among  your  committee  and 
in  Councils,  who  have  fears  that  neither  is  to  be  relied  upon, 
and  may  give  out  at  a  time  which  would  involve  our  citizens 
in  great  loss. 

Your  committee  have  not  been  idle  in  this  matter.  In  pur- 
suance of  instructions,  they  have  been  on  the  lookout  for  a 
proper  site  for  a  basin.  They  visited  Lowry's  Hill,  perhaps 
the  highest  elevation  in  this  immediate  locality.  The  natural 
conformation  of  the  ground  is  considered  good  for  water 
resrevoir,  and  the  altitude  sufficiently  great  to  give  a  supply  of 
water  to  all  points  within  the  present  city  limits.  There  seems 
to  be  some  objection,  however,  to  the  quality  of  the  water  at  that 
point.  Your  committee  have  no  recommendations  to  make 
concerning  this  locality,  and  only  insist  as  a  measure  of  pub- 
lic economy  and  safety,  the  necessity  of  the  new  Councils 
taking  active  steps  in  this  very  important  matter,  viz.:  Better 
water  supply.

Total  Number  of  Ferrules  inserted 517. 
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Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  this,  my  Annual  Report,  it 
affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Works  have  at  no  tiuje, 
since  their  construction,  been  so  eflScient  as  at  present.  The 
complaints  of  scarcity  of  water  are  no  greater  than  for  sev- 
eral years  back,  although  the  extension  of  pipe  amounts  to 
over  fourteen  (14)  miles  in  the  last  three  years.  The  in- 
crease in  pumping  capacity,  made  in  1868,  has  been  equal  to 
increased  consumption. 

The  running  time  of  works  was  326  days,  of  twenty-four 
hours  each,  averaging  ten  strokes  per  minute.  The  amount 
of  water  pumped  is  1,004,601,600  gallons,  or  3,081,600  each 
day,  taking  population  at  70,000,  it  would  give  forty-four 
gallons  per  day,  for  each  person. 

The  coal  consumed  during  the  year,  is  5,000  bushels  less 
than  last  year,  and  154,915,200  gallons  more  water  has  been 
pumped,  or  nearly  one-fifth  more  than  has  ever  been  pumped 
in  any  previous  year,  using  but  one  set  of  engines. 

In  November,  one  of  the  main  cranks  to  engine  broke, 
causing  a  considerable  expenditure  for  repairs.  The  cranks 
being  of  cast  iron,  two  of  them  have  been  replaced  by  wrought 
iron,  and  two  others  ordered,  which  will  be  put  on  the  re- 
maining engines  early  the  present  year.  When  this  is  done, 
the  liability  to  accident  will  have  been  entirely  removed,  as 
far  as  pumps  and  engines  are  concerned. 

The  boilers,  although  in  safe  condition  at  present,  are  get- 
ting somewhat  old,  being  in  use  from  seventeen  to  twenty 
years ;  they  may  have  to  be  replaced  at  any  time. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  extension  of  12  inch 
main  on  Lacock  street,  to  that  on  Rebecca  street  at  Western 
avenue;  also  the  extension  of  main  on  Ohio  street,  vz'a  West- 
ern avenue  to  same  point.  This,  with  increased  cross  con- 
nections or  feeders,  are  absolutely  required,  as  the  western 
portion  of  the  First  and  Second  wards,  and  the  eastern  por- 
tion of  the  Fifth  ward,  have  not  a  sufficient  supply  of  water, 
on  account  of  the  small  size  of  the  pipe  in  that  locality,  it 
being  the  western  boundary  of  the  city  previous  to  consoli- 
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dation.     The  safety  of  the  city  against  conflagration,  demand 
the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  this  subject. 

When  the  new  supply  main,  which  has  been  ordered,  is 
put  down,  and  the  foregoing  recommendations  complied  with, 
I  think  there  will  be  no  scarcity  of  water  at  any  point  lower 
than  the  resorvoir. 

.  The  increase  of  the  city  has  been  very  great,  and  the  ele- 
vation of  a  portion  of  it  above  the  present  resorvoir,  will 
eventually  require  the  construction  of  now  works,  so  that  all 
citizens  who  require  city  water,  can  be  supplied. 

The  sooner  Councils  act  in  this  matter  the  better  for  all 
concerned.  If  put  off  until  actual  necessity  require  it,  the 
work  cannot  be  completed,  aad  the  citizens  derive  any  benefit 
from  it  for  at  least  two  years  afterward. 

Nearly  all  the  principal  cities  are  either  enlarging  their 
works,  or  looking  for  an  additional  supply  from  other  sources, 
and  Allegheny  should  not  be  behind  in  this  matter.  If  you 
consider  the  fact  that  the  supply  has  been  increased  at  least 
one-fifth,  with  great  lack  of  storage  capacity,  and  with  an 
increased  distribution  of  what  we  now  have,  we  may  expect 
an  increased  waste  of  water. 

As  this  matter  will  cause  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
amount  of  money,  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  securing 
the  services  of  some  thoroughly  educated,  practical,  and 
scientific  hydraulic  engineer,  from  whose  past  experience  you 
are  satisfied,  is  competent  to  direct  and  complete  a  work  of 
this  kind,  and  have  him  submit  a  report,  with  all  the  facts  in 
the  case,  for  your  consideration.  The  Troy  Hill  portion  of 
the  city,  might  be  supplied  from  a  stand-pipe,  with  an  engine 
to  pump  into  it  from  present  resorvoir,  but  I  would  prefer 
the  previous  recommendation  being  acted  on  at  once,  as  the 
whole  matter  may  be  covered  in  the  report  which  you  would 
receive. 

That  your  honorable  bodies  may  act  intelligently  in  this 
matter,  I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  your  committee,  and  such  other 
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committees  as  may  be  necessary  to  visit  some  of  the  other 
cities,  which  are  known  to  be  many  years  ahead  of  our  own 
in  public  improvements;  it  being  a  well  conceded  fact,  that 
there  is  more  wisdom  in  learning  from  the  experience  of 
others,  than  being  taught  at  the  expense  of  repeated  failures 
in  our  own. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  my  acknowledgments  to 
you  for  your  indulgence  and  kindness,  and  to  Water  Commit- 
tee for  their  courtesy,  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  to  the 
employees  of  the  department  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  devolving  upon  them.

Gentlemen  : — I  would  respectfully  state  that  this,  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Assessment  of  Water  Rents  for  the 
water  year  from  April  1st,  1869,  to  April  1st,  1870,  is,  as 
usual  at  this  date,  incomplete,  as  the  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Paul,  cannot  fully  ascertain  the  amount  which  the 
Meter  Registers  may  indicate  from  January  1st,  1870  to 
April  1st  following,  and  the  exact  amount  for  building  pur- 
poses can  only  be  partially  levied  until  near  the  same  time- 
Owing  to  the  unequal  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  authorizing 
the  collection  of  a  revenue  from  builders,  for  water  used  for 
building  purposes,  and  their  unsatisfactory  character  to  some 
of  the  parties  affected  thereby,  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  col- 
lect it  in  proper  time.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  some 
alteration  in  the  ordinance  regulating  the  present  rates.

The  number'  of  families  supplied  with  hydrant  water  is 
8,990,  and  a  regular  and  perhaps  rapid  increase  of  consumers 
may  be  expected,  as  I  find  many  of  the  best  families  who 
have  heretofore  lived  in  Pittsburgh,  attracted  by  the  more 
pleasant  atmosphere,  the  wide,  newly  paved  and  clean  streets 
and  pavements  of  the  newer  portions  of  the  city,  but  especial- 
ly by  the  beautiful  (though  yet  unfinished  Public  Parks)  are 
taking  up  their  abode  here.  There  have  been  fewer  houses 
built  this  year  than  last,  but  a  large  proportion  of  these  are  spa- 
cious, substantial  and  tasteful,  and  contain  the  most  improved 
appointments  throughout,  but  the  early  severe  weather  has  so 
materially  retarded  their  completion  that  many  of  them  can- 
not be  occupied  until  some  time  next  summer. 

The  number  of  buildings  erected  within  reach  of  the  hy- 
drant water  is  270,  of  these  226  are  bricks,  and  44  are 
frames.  There  have  been  a  considerable  number  of  dwellings 
of  a  good  qualily,  not  included  in  the  above  enumeration, 
built  in  the  city,  but  above  and  beyond  the  present  flow  of 
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city  water.  There  have  been  built  this  season  one  large  brick 
church,  one  frame  church,  a  large  brick  coffin  and  casket 
factory,  one  fire  engine  house,  a  new  brick  round  house  for 
P.,  Ft.  W.  &  C.  R.  W.  Co.,  one  large  brick  slaughter  house, 
iron-clad  addition  to  a  machine  shop,  two  additions  to  wagon 
works,  and  42  brick  and  frame  additions  to  dwellings. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  would  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  courtesies  of  members  of  councils,  city  officials  and  assist- 
ants, and  hoping  you  will  approve  of  my  earnest  effiDrts  to

The  report  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  25  per  cent,  over 
the  receipts  of  last  year,  which  is  mainly  attributable  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  officers  in  charge.  Notwithstanding,  however, 
the  activity  and  efficiency  of  both  officers,  it  is  palpably  ap- 
parent that  the  revenue  from  the  wharf  will  not  sufficiently 
remunerate  or  justify  two  persons  to  devote  their  entire  time 
or  even  a  reasonable  portion  thereof.  Your  committee  rec. 
ommend  the  repeal  of  that  portion  of  Ordinance  which  pro- 
vides for  a  sub-division  of  the  wharf  into  two  districts  and  two 
wharfmasters,  and  report  with  favorable  recommendation,  an 
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ordinance  providing  for  a  consolidation  of  the  districts  into 
one,  and  one  wharfmaster,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  con- 
solidated district. 

The  committee  have  expended,  during  the  year,  considera- 
ble money  in  extending  and  protecting  the  wharf  at  various 
points,  and  still  have  an  unexpended  balance  of  $396.78,  to 
the  credit  of  their  appropriation.  They  have  no  hesitancy 
in  asserting  that  for  every  dollar  expended  by  them  upon 
wharf  improvement,  the  value  of  the  wharf  has  been  en- 
hanced ten-fold,  and  your  committee  feel  satisfied  that  the 
state  of  affairs  on  the  wharf,  are  much  more  than  propor- 
tionately in  better  condition  than  the  close  of  last  year  found 
them.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Poor  Farm  would 
respectfully  report  that  they  had  before  them  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  Poor  Directors  to  purchase  the  Bamaley 
farm  ;  also  the  proposition  from  the  Hoboken  Farm  Com- 
pany, to  sell  100  acres  of  said  farm  to  the  city  for  Poor  Farm 
purposes,  and  after  a  thorough  interchange  of  opinion,  deem- 
ed it  inadvisable,  in  view  of  the  approaching  close  of  the 
session,  to  recommend  any  action  in  the  matter. 

The  committee  had  also  before  them  a  very  important 
matter,  in  view  of  the  contemplated  radical  change  of  the  city 
charter,  now  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
under  direction  of  the  Ordinance  Committee,  viz.:  A  change 
in  the  law  relating  to  the  election  and  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Poor  Directors.  The  matter  was  discussed  in  your 
committee,  and  decided  to  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Poor  Directors  be  increased  to  eight  members ;  to  consist  of 
one  representative  from  each  ward  ;  to  be  elected  annually, 
as  other  ward  officers  are  elected,  by  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  each  ward. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Ordinance 
Committee  be  authorized  to  make  that  change,  embodying  the 
same  in  the  proposed  new  city  charter.     All  of  which  is

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  Qity 
of  Allegheny. 

At  the  date  of  our  report  for  1868,  there  were  in  the 
House  ninety-nine  persons.  During  the  year  1869,  there 
were  admitted  117,  six  were  horn,  sixteen  died,  and  112  were 
discharged,  leaving  now  in  the  House,  December  31,  1869 
ninety-six.  Of  the  foregoing  ninety-six,  twenty  were  in  the 
Insane  Department  at  the  commencement  of  1869.  Admit- 
ted since,  seventeen;  discharged,  fifteen;  leaving  on  the  31st 
of  December,  twenty-two  in  the  House. 

The  average  number  in  both  departments,  ninety-nine. 
The  expense  of  maintaining  the  poor  at  the  House  for  1869, 
was  $9,820.95 ;  showing  an  average  weekly  cost  of 
$1.90|  per  person. 

In  addition  to  the  above  inmates  at  the  House,  we  have  at 
Dixmont  seventeen,  at  a  cost  for  boarding,  clothing,  &c.,  $2,- 
195.43.  The  friends  of  two  of  the  foregoing  persons  have 
paid  the  sum  of  $56.73,  toward  their  support,  and  have  prom- 
ised to  continue  to  do  so. 

The  whole  number  of  families  (residents)  relieved,  was 
ninety-eight,  at  a  cost  of  $2,248.29.  Prescriptions,  §196.07. 
Tramps  and  strangers,  $442.15.  Removing  pauper  to  Por- 
tersville  in  Butler  county,  $25.50 ;  Passavant's  Hospital, 
$30.00  ;  making  a  total  of  out  door  relief  of  $2,942.01. 
In  addition  to  the  above  expenditure,  the  bills  reported  as 
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due  at  date  of  last  report  amounting  to  the  sum  of  ^1,581.48, 
have  all  been  paid,  and  there  is  yet  remaining  in  the  treasury 
a  balance  of  $8,662.40.  Bills  to  be  paid,  $1,974.02.  Bills 
due  from  other  counties  for  boarding  paupers  $427.27. 

The  accompanying  tabular  statements  will  exhibit  the  ex- 
penditures in  detail. 

Paper  marked  A,  will  show  the  cost  of  the  various  articles 
Purchased  for  the  use  of  the  House  during  the  year,  together 
with  out  of  door  relief,  wages,  salaries,  &c. 

Paper  marked  B,  shows  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Treasurer, 
D.  Macferron.

Warrants  drawn 18,755  33 

Leaving  a  balance  on  hand $  8,662  40 

Paper  marked  C,  is  the  report  of  Mr.  D.  T.  Johnston, 
giving  a  statement  of  sales  of  produce,  &c.,  and  an  inventory 
of  the  stock  on  the  Farm  and  House ;  also  the  loss  occasioned 
by  the  late  fire,  (burning  of  the  barn).  We  have  carefully 
examined  this  paper,  and  believe  the  value  stated  to  be  cor- 
rect. 

The  paper  marked  D,  is  the  financial  statement  of  the 
Treasurer,  the  amount  of  funds  received  for  lots  sold  by  au- 
thority of  Councils.  This  exhibit  shows  a  balance  of  $42,- 
886.39  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  year,  including 
warrants  drawn  for  $1,190.01. 

While  this  exhibit  shows  our  expenditures  fully  within  our 
receipts,  we  would  not  recommend  a  reduction  of  the  three- 
mill  tax  for  the  year  1870. 

We  embrace  this  opportunity  to  urge  upon  Councils  the 
importance  of  purchasing  a  farm,  and  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor,  as  the  present 
buildings  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  are  unsuit- 
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able  and  inefficient  for  the  accommodation  and  wants  of  the 

poor  of  the  city. 

In  closing  this  report  we  would  respectfully  acknowledge 

the  valuable  services  rendered  us  by  your  committee  during 

the  past  year.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  Allegheny  City. 

Gentlemen: — The  health  of  the  Home  during  the 
past  nine  months  has  been  good,  considering  the  kind  of  peo- 
ple who  claim  its  benefits — the  aged  poor,  the  infant  found- 
ling, those  constitutionally  wrecked  by  dissipation,  the  un- 
fortunate, and  the  poor  imbecile.  Eighty-five  visits  were  made 
in  all.  The  diseases,  exclusive  of  those  of  children  and  par- 
turients, were  principally  neuralgic,  rheumatic,  and  syphilitic 
pains,  ordinary  pulmonary  troubles  and  diarrhoea;  every 
person  in  the  same  department,  with  few  exceptions,  having 
been  under  treatment  for  one  or  other  of  the  above  ailments 
during  the  season. 

Four  epileptics  are  treated,  with  the  efi"ect  of  lessening  the 
severity  of  and  greatly  prolonging  the  period  of  the  attacks. 

The  number  of  deaths  were  eleven,  as  follows  :  Killed  on 
the  West  Penn.  Road,  one;  consumption,  two  ;  mesenteric 
abscess,  one ;  dropsy,  one  ;  old  age,  one  ;  cholera  infantum, 
two  ;  serous  diarrhoea,  one ;  inanition,  two.  Males,  seven  ; 
females,  four.  Whites,  nine  ;  colored,  two.  Ages — 85,  69, 
46,  45,  35,  34  years,  and  five  children  under  18  months. 

Of  the  above,  a  colored  foundling,  three  weeks  of  age ;  a 
colored  man  with  a  mesenteric  tumor,  and  a  woman  with 
dropsy,  were  brought  to  the  House  to  die. 

The  number  of  births  was  six. 
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In  the  lasane  Department  there  has  been  no  death,  no 
birth,  and  no  sickness,  apart  from  insanity,  requiring  medical 
treatment.  The  building  has  been  at  all  times,  filled  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  many  of  the  rooms  having  two  occupants. 
The  greater  number  of  its  permanent  inmates  are  incurable, 
and  not  proper  subjects  for  medical  treatment.  Five  are 
epileptics,  and  as  far  as  the  convulsions  are  concerned  are 
much  benefitted  by  treatment. 

Six  of  those  admitted  have  been  discharged  cured,  and 
three  much  -benefitted.  Those  cured  and  benefitted,  except 
two,  were  cases  of  acute  mania,  and  so  violent  as  to  have  re- 
quired for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  the  most  absolute 
restraint. 

Three  others  were  sent  to  Dixmont,  to  make  room  for  more 
manageable  patients. 

The  matron  in  charge  is  deserving  of  commendation,  for 
the  admirable  order,  cleanliness  and  care  manifested  in  her 
department. 

Twenty-four  visits  were  made  to  persons  residing  in  the 
city,  and  sixteen  persons  prescribed  for  in  the  office,  by  di- 
rection of  the  clerk  of  your  Board. 

The  amount  of  medicine  ordered  for  the  Dispensary,  does 
not  exceed  $130  in  value,  and  the  prescriptions  for  the  city 
patients  did  not  cost  over  $25.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  a  Supplement  of  the  fourth  Section  of  an  Act  approved  the  first 
day  of  Maj',  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  one,  ent  itled 
"  An  Act  relative  to  Allegheny  City,"  approved  April  first,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Qommonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  for  defraying  the  costs  and  expenses 
of  construction  of  main  sewers,  there  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected a  special  tax  by  an  equal  assessment  on  the  feet  front 
of  all  property  bounding  and  abutting  on  the  sewer  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  common  ground  shall  be  exempt  from  this 
special  assessment ;  and  for  defraying  the  remainder  of  the 
cost  of  any  such  sewers  after  the  amount  of  the  special  as- 
sessment on  the  front  is  deducted,  said  Councils  shall  have 
power  to  issue  municipal  bonds,  as  the  same  may  be  necessary, 
such  bonds  not  bearing  over  seven  per  centum  intei'est,  at 
such  length  of  date,  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  of  such  de- 
nominatioris  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  pledging  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  City  for  their  payment.  Such  bonds  to  be 
numbered  consecutively,  and  designated  "Sewerage  Bonds:" 
Provided,  That  all  sales  of  sewerage  bonds  which  may  be 
issued,  shall  be  made  by  the  Controller  of  said  city,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  Councils.  Said 
bonds   shall  be  signed  by  the   Mayor  and   Treasurer,  and 
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countersigned  by  the  Controller,  and  the  proceeds  of  bonds 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  :  Provided,  also,  That 
all  funds  derived  from  the  sales  of  sewerage  bonds,  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  exclusively  used  and  appropriated  to  objects  and 
purposes  of  sewerage  for  said  city,  nor  shall  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Councils  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  and  annually  thereafter,  assess,  levy 
and  collect  a  tax  known  as  "  Sewerage  tax,"  upon  the  valua- 
tion of  all  lots  and  parcels  of  ground  (exclusive  of  improve- 
ments) within  the  city,  to  an  amount  that  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  This  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  other  city  taxes  are  : 
Provided,  That  the  fnnd  realized  by  this  tax  shall  be  applied 
to  payment  of  bonds  and  interest  and  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness authorized  by  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  The  cost  of  construction  of  lateral  sewers  s-hall  be 
assessed  upon  the  property  bounding  or  abutting  upon  the 
same  equally  on  the  foot  front,  with  allowances  for  corner 
lots :  Provided.  That  in  case  a  lateral  sewer  shall  be  laid 
through  any  public  ground,  or  on  streets  passing  through  or 
abutting  on  any  public  ground,  the  assessment  for  frontage 
thereon  shall  be  paid  from  the  sewerage  fund. 

Sec.  4.  The  special  frontage  tax  on  main  and  lateral 
sewers,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  the  lien  and  collection  of  said  assessments,  in 
all  respects,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  section  fifth  of  the 
Act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sec.  5,  All  assessments  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  without  exception  or  appeal. 

Sec.  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  tax  for 
sewers,  the  Councils  of  said  city  are  authorized  and  required 
to  refund  to  owners  of  all  property,  except  for  frontage  tax, 
which  property  may  have  heretofore,  under  any  sewerage  act 
of  said  city  heretofore  or  at  present  in  force,  paid  assess- 
ments, or  which  may  hereafter  pay  any   assessments  made

prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act.  And  the  Councils  of  said 
city  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  to  time  (not  exceeding  ten  years)  and  manner  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  to  carry  into  eflfect  the  refunding  authorized 
in  this  Section. 

Sec.  7.  All  sewers  of  twenty  inches  or  over  in  calibre, 
shall  be  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  construed  as  main 
sewers. 

Sec.  8.  Councils  are  further  authorized,  when  necessary, 
in  construction  of  sewers,  to  lay  the  same  through  private 
property  :  Provided,  That  the  damages  sustained,  if  any,  shall 
be  assessed  by  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  city, 
appointed  by  Councils,  who,  upon  their  oath,  will  make  re- 
turn to  Councils  of  the  amount  of  damage  sustained,  if  any, 
by  construction  of  any  sewer  or  sewers  through  such  private 
property,  from  which  assessments  of  damages  there  shall  be 
no  appeal ;  the  damages  thus  sustained,  to  be  paid  out  of 
sewerage  fund  :  Provided,  The  owners  of  such  private  prop- 
erty shall  pay  but  one  frontage  tax  :  Provided,  further. 
That  any  private  party  or  parties  who  may  have  already 
constructed  culverts  or  sewers  through  or  in  front  of  their  own 
property,  which  may  be  used  by  the  said  Councils  in  construc- 
tion of  sewers,  shall  be  paid  the  value  of  the  same,  to  be  ascer- 
tained and  determined  in  the  same  manner  that  damages  are 
provided  for  in  this  section,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  sewerage 
fund  :  Provided,  That  this  Act  shall  not  interfere  with  lien 
and  collection  of  assessments  made  under  all  previous  Acts.

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AN  ACT 

Kelative  to  a  certain  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Whereas,  The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
six,  passed  an  ordinance  authorizing  a  new  or  second  contract 
.with  certain  parties  for  grading  Ridge  street,  in  said  city, 
which  persons  in  good  faith  expended  large  sums  of  money 
in  completing  said  grading,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  due 
and  uncollected ; 

And  whereas,  In  a  writ  of  error  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
case  of  Marshall  against  the  Commonwealth,  number  ninety- 
seven  of  October  and  November  term,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty  eight,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the 
City  had  a  right  to  make  the  new  contract  and  collect  the 
whole  amount  of  the  claim,  but  that  the  resolution  of  Councils 
of  above  date,  according  to  City  Charter,  should  have  been 
published  and  recorded  ;  and  the  Supreme  Court  recommend- 
ed legislative  action  to  care  the  omission,  so  to  publish  and 
record  in  the  following  language,  namely  :  "  But  the  omission 
can  and  should  be  supplied  by  immediate  legislative  action, 
as  was  done  in  Schenley  against  the  Commonwealth,  twelve 
Casey,  twenty-nine,  which  was  held  by  this  Court  to  be  not 
only  constitutional,  but  obviously  just  and  proper.  Judge 
Cooley,  in  his  treatise  on  Constitutional  law,  says :  '  As  a 
general  rule,  every  State  has  complete  control  over  the  rem- 
edies which  it  shall  afford  to  parties  in  its  Courts  ;'  '  it  may 
give  a  new  and  additional  remedy  for  a  right  already  in  ex- 
istence;'" therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania,  m 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  sa7ne,  That  the  omission  of  failure  to  publish 
and  record  said  ordinance,  shall  not  impair,  or  in  any  manner 
affect  said  contract,  or  in  any  assessment,  tax,  lien  or  claim. 
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for  cost  of  grading  done,  or  to  be  done  in  pursuance  of  or

Authorizing  the  City  of  Allegheny  to  issue  Water  Bonds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
G-eneral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
thority  of  the  same,  That  the  City  of  Allegheny  is  authorized 
and  empowered  by  her  corporate  authorities  to  issue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  pay- 
able in  twenty  years,  and  bearing  interest  not  exceeding 
seven  per  centum,  such  bonds  to  be  exempt  from  State  and 
municipal  taxes ;  said  bonds  to  be  designated  water  bonds, 
and  the  faith,  credit  and  property  of  the  city  to  be  pledged 
for  their  redemption  with  interest :  Provided,  That  five  (5) 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  the  bonds  issued  in  any  one  year

shall  be  set  apart  out  of  the  proceeds  of  water  rents,  plus  the 
interest  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds.

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  Kegistry  of  Lots  in  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  same,  That  the  City  of  Allegheny,  under  an  or- 
dinance and  appropriation  by  the  Councils  thereof,  shall 
cause  to  be  made  books  of  plans  of  the  said  city,  divided  into 
sections,  so  far  as  the  streets  of  the  said  city  are  or  shall  be 
laid  out,  which  shall  show  the  situation  and  dimensions  of 
each  property  therein,  with  the  city  numbers  thereof,  and 
who  are  the  owners,  with  such  succession  of  blank  columns  as 
will  permit  the  names  of  future  owners  to  be  entered  therein, 
with  the  dates  of  transfers,  and  with  index  for  recording  such 
names  alphabetically  ;  and  the  person  or  persons  who  shall 
be  employed  to  perform  such  duty  shall  have  access  to  all 
plans  of  surveys  in  the  office  of  any  surveyor  of  said  city,  to 
all  books  in  the  Recorder  of  Deeds'  office,  and  record  of  the 
courts,  and  in  the  Register's  office,  and  may  take  copies  or 
extracts  thereof  without  any  charge  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  The  original  books,  when  made,  shall  be  kept  in 
the  fire-proof  of  the  Department  of  Surveys  of  the  said  city, 
and  the  said  City  Engineer  shall  keep  the  books  in  his  of- 
fice, so  as  to  show,  at  all  times,  who  are  the  owners  of  the 
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lots  on  the  plans  ;  ami  such  books  shall  be  kept  in  such  man- 
ner as  not  to  destroy  the  evidence  of  ownership  at  any  pre- 
vious time,  but  by  additions,  which  will  show  the  sub-divisions 
of  property  and  the  owners  thereof,  as  transmissions  of  title 
may  take  place;  and  the  City  may  furnish  copies  of  said 
books,  or  parts  thereof,  for  such  price  as  may  be  fixed  by 
Councils,  for  the  use  of  the  City ;  and  his  certificate  shall 
be  received  in  evidence,  as  and  for  such  proofs  as  the  assess- 
ment books  would  be,  and  lithographed  copies  of  the  said  books 
may  be  multiplied  and  sold  for  the  profit  of  the  said  City. 

Sec.  3.  To  enable  the  Engineer  to  keep  up  the  said  bioks 
of  plans,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  parties  acquiring  real 
estate  by  purchase,  will.,  descent,  partition,  or  otherwise,  to 
make  report  to  him  of  such  conveyance  or  transfer,  with  the 
precise  dimensions  and  locality  of  the  premises,  and  so  doing 
the  same  shall  be  received  without  charge,  and  noted  on  the 
deed  or  title  paper  by  the  City  Engineer,  or  his  assistant;  but 
if  the  said  party  or  parties  acquiring  real  estate  as  aforesaid, 
shall  omit  or  neglect  said  duty,  they  shall  be  subject  to  such 
fine  or  fines  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion four  of  this  Act ;  and  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  said  county 
shall  not  admit  any  deed  of  conveyance  to  record  in  his  office, 
and  any  recorder  of  deeds  who  shall  admit  to  record  any 
deed  of  conveyance  of  a  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  within  the  City 
of  Allegheny,  which  has  not  been  registered,  shall,  for  each 
offence,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
summary  conviction  or  by  penal  action  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Allegheny,  before  the  Mayor  or  any  Alderman  of 
said  city,  and  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  for  misdemeanor 
in  office. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  .owners  of  houses  and 
lots  or  tracts  of  ground,  to  furnish  forthwith,  descriptions  of 
their  property  to  the  Engineer,  to  aid  him  in  making  up  his 
book  of  plans;  and  whensoever  such  descriptions  shall  have 
been  furnished,  and  the  certificate  of  the  Engineer  or  his  as- 
sistant shall  be  received,  no  property  so  returned  shall  be 
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subject  to  sale  for  taxes  or  other  municipal  claims  thereafter 
to  accrue  as  lien  of  record  thereon,  except  in  the  name  of 
the  owner  as  returned,  and  after  recovery  by  suit  and  service 
of  the  writ  on  him,  made  as  in  case  of  a  summons.  Should 
this  be  neglected  or  omitted,  or  not  complied  with  as  promptly 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  insure  the  early  completion 
of  the  plans,  then,  after  one  month's  notice  by  public  adver- 
tisement in  the  official  papers  of  the  city  to  the  owners  of 
real  estate  in  said  city  not  registered,  and  a  written  or  print- 
ed notice  shall  have  been  served  on  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
delivered  upon  the  property,  should  they  fail  to  have  such 
record  made,  then  and  in  that  case  they  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  month  of  such  neglect,  dating 
from  the  termination  of  said  advertisement ;  and  in  case  the 
same  be  neglected  for  the  space  of  six  months,  a  lien  for  the 
accumulated  fines  and  costs  shall  be  filed  and  collected  as 
municipal  claims  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  by  law  col- 
lected, the  said  fines  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury.  The 
notices  to  parties  failing  to  register  property,  may  be  given 
so  as  to  embrace  the  property  of  any  particular  ward  or  section, 
or  any  number  of  wards,  or  the  city  at  large,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  said  City  Engineer. 

Sec.  5.  All  assessments  based  upon  the  area  or  frontage 
of  lots  or  tracts  of  ground  within  the  city  limits,  shall  be 
made  from  the  descriptions  as  registered,  as  far  as  such 
descriptions  have  been  entered.  When  the  descriptions  have 
not  been  registered,  no  claims  for  allowances  or  reductions 
for  overcharges  arising  from  incorrect  dimensions  of  the 
ground  will  be  considered,  until  descriptions  of  such  property 
shall  have  been  presented  and  registered  according  to  law. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Sheriff  of  Allegheny  county  shall  pre- 
sent the  deeds  of  all  property  located  in  the  City  of  Alle- 
gheny that  may  be  sold  at  judicial  sales,  whether  for  par- 
tition or  otherwise,  to  the  City  Engineer  for  register,  before 
he  delivers  the  same  to  the  purchaser.  And  it  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemeanor  in  office  for  the  Clerk  or  Prothoaotary 
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of  an}'  court  to  admit  such  deeds  to  record  until  the  same  is 
properly  registered.  And  the  said  Sheriff  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  demand  and  receive  from  the  purchaser  of  such  prop- 
erty for  said  duty,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  deed. 
If  the  Sheriff  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  duty 
herein  presented,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars 
for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  before  the  Mayor  or  any 
Alderman  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  by  summary  conviction 
or  penal  action  in  the  name  of  said  City. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Prothonotary  and 
Clerks  of  the  several  Courts  of  Allegheny  county,  in  which 
proceedings  in  partition  may  be  had,  or  judicial  sales  other 
than  sales  by  the  Sheriff  may  be  ordered,  or  any  other  pro- 
ceedings by  which  property  may  be  divided  or  transferred, 
whenever  such  sales  or  proceedings  affect  property  within 
the  City  of  Allegheny,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been 
completed,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Engineer,  a  de- 
scription of  the  property  so  sold,  or  divided,  with  a  description 
of  the  purparts  into  which  the  same  may  be  divided,  with  the 
names  of  the  original  owners,  and  the  names  of  the  parties 
acquiring  title  by  said  proceedings,  for  which  services  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  certificate,  and  the  further  sum  of  twenty  cents  for 
each  hundred  words  of  said  description,  to  be  charged  as  part 
of  the  costs  of  the  case  ;  and  any  Prothonotary  or  Clerk  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  and  deliver  the  certificate 
herein  required,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  to  be 
collected  before  the  Mayor  or  any  Alderman  of  said  city,  by 
summary  conviction  or  penal  action  in  the  name  of  said  City. 

Sec.  8.  If  neither  the  seller  nor  buyer,  devisee  of  heir  or 
other  party,  who  have  acquired  a  title  to  houses  or  lands  in 
the  said  city,  nor  the  officers  above  named  shall  have  fur- 
nished the  description  of  the  property  sold  as  aforesaid,  both 
he  who  may  have  parted  with  and  he  who  acquired  title,  shall 
be  liable  for  the  taxes  and  assessments  thereafter  assessed 
thereon,  without  right  or  reclamation  or  contribution  there- 
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for  either  against  ;  and  if  the  lands  or  houses  sold  be  after- 
ward sold  for  taxes  or  assessments  thereafter  accruing  as  a 
lien  by  record,  before  said  duty  shall  have  been  performed, 
with  the  name  of  the  former  owner,  the  purchaser  shall 
acquire  title  of  said  owner  and  all  claiming  under  him ;  but 
if  the  said  duty  of  making  the  return,  as  required  by  this  Act, 
shall  have  been  discharged  by  the  party  who  shall  have 
acquired  title  in  whatsoever  manner  before  the  tax  accrued, 
as  a  lien  of  record,  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been  sold, 
the  purchaser  at  the  tax  sale  shall  not  acquire  the  title  of 
such  persons  who  shall  have  performed  said  duty,  or  of  his 
heirs  or  assign?,  unless  the  sale  shall  have  been  made  in  the 
name  of  such  owner  after  service  of  process  upon  him,  as  in 
the  case  of  suit  by  summons ;  Provided,  hotoever,  That  such 
owner  shall  repay  to  such  purchaser,  within  one  year  from 
date  of  deed,  with  ten  per  centum  added  thereto.  Such 
owners  not  complying  with  this  proviso,  shall  have  no  right 
or  title  to  such  property,  but  the  title  shall  remain  good  in 
the  purchaser. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  Engineer  shall  preserve,  on  file  arranged 
alphabetically  and  according  to  date,  all  reports  made  to  him 
of  descriptions  of  houses  and  lands,  and  shall  give  his  certifi- 
cate at  the  foot  of  a  duplicate  of  the  description  or  descrip- 
tions, that  report  has  been  made  into  his  office  of  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  designated  property  or  properties  ;  when  a  dupli- 
cate of  descriptions  shall  be  produced  to  him,  with  the 
certificate  written  out  for  his  signature;  and  his  certificate 
shall  be  evidence  for  the  receiver  of  it,  and  any  Clerk,  Pro- 
thonotary.  Register  and  all  others,  that  this  law  has  been 
complied  with. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Assessor,  whenever 
he  shall  find  any  property  to  be  owned  differently  from  the 
name  in  proper  assessment  book,  to  report  such  change  to 
the  City  Engineer  without  delay,  and  the  City  Engineer,  if 
finding  such  report  to  be  correct,  shall  make  the  book  of 
plans  conform  by  the  proper  entry  ;  but  without  erasure  of 
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any  name,  and  the  failure  of  the  Assessor  to  perform  this  duty 
shall  subject  him  to  a  fine  of  or  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  omission,  to  be  recovered  by  said  Engineer  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  as  debts  of  the  amount  are  recoverable  by  la-w.

Relating  to  the  sale  of  Goods  in  the  Cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Creneral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  twenty-second,  twenty-third 
and  twenty-fourth  sections  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  erect- 
ing the  village  of  East  Birmingham  into  a  borough  ;  fixing 
the  place  of  holding  elections  in  Plam,  Patton  and  Indiana 
townships,  Allegheny  county  ;  relative  to  licensing  hawkers 
and  peddlers,  and  fixing  the  standard  weight  of  oats,"  ap- 
proved the  tenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-nine,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Citie?  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized,  respectively,  to  ordain  and 
enact  ordinances  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  citizens  of 
this  State,  non-residents  of  said  cities,  and  enforce  the  same 
by  imposing  appropriate  penalties,  upon  persons  selling 
without  license :  Provided,  That  the  fees  for  said  licenses 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  City 
of  Pittsburgh,  and  fifty  dollars  in  the   City  of  Allegheny. 
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And  provided  further,  That  no  license  taken  out  under  said 
ordinances  shall  in  any  manner  exempt  the  persons  so  licensed 
from  any  tax  or  license  fee  imposed  under  any  Act  of  As- 
sembly for  the  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth.

the  same  and  filed  with  the  original  lien,  and  when  any  such

AN   ORDINANCE 


Levying  a  City,  Poor  and  Business  Tax  for  the  year  1869,  and  establish^ 
ing  the  rates  of  Vehicle  License,  and  appropriating  the  revenue  arising 
therefrom. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sa^ne,  That  there  shall  be  as- 
sessed, levied  and  collected  from  the  persons,  professions, 
trades  and  property  in  and  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  made 
taxable,  a  tax  of  twelve  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  county 
valuation,  for  the  use  of  the  city  aforesaid;  also,  three  mills 
on  the  dollar  for  the  support  of  tlie  poor  of  the  city;  also, 
there  is  hereby  assessed  and  levied  for  the  present  year,  a  tax 
of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  (for  the  use  of  the  city,)  upon  the 
amount  of  the  annual  sales  of  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
and  upon  all  articles  of  trade  and  commerce  sold  in  the  city, 
whether  sold  by  auction  or  otherwise:  Provided,  All  persons 
whose  sales  do  not  amount  to  $1,000  shall  be  exempt. 

Sec.  2.  For  each  a'nd  everjr  wagon,  cart,  draj',  buggy  or  car- 
riage, or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse,  the  sum  of $6  CO

$100,000,  or  for  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  take 
up  the  balance  of  matured  bonds  remaining  after  the  funds 
already  provided  for  their  redemption  may  have  been  exhausted. 
Said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  and 
to  be  countersigned  by  the  Controller  ;  to  be  of  the  denom- 
ination of  $500  and  $1,000  each,  to  bear  date  January  1st, 
1870;  to  mature  in  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  ;  to 
have  coupons  attached  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  days  of  July  and  Jan- 
uary in  each  and  every  year,  at  the  Union  National  Bank, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  free  from  State  tax  to 
the  purchasers  or  holders  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  sales  of  said  bonds  which  may  be  issued, 
shall  be  made  by  the  Controller  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  ;  and  all  exchanges  of  said  bonds 
for  matured  bonds  shall  be  made  by  the  Controller,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized,  without  further  action  of  Councils  thereon, 
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to  draw  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  discount  or 
bonus  of  10  per  cent,  on  each  Bond  so  exchanged,  and  charge 
the  same  to  Appropriation  No.  9. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  faith,  credit  and  corporate  property  of 
the  City  of  Allegheny,  be  and  hereby  is  pledged  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  Bonds  at  maturity,  and  the  interest  from 
time  to  time  accruing  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  may  conflict 
with  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  construction  of  Plank  Sidewalk  on  Perrysville  Plank 

Road. 

Section  1.  Se  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Committee  on  Streets  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  invite  and  receive  proposals  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Plank  SideAvalk  on  south  side  of  the  Perrysville 
Plank  Road,  beginning  at  steps  at  northern  termination  of 
Beaver  street,  and  extending  to  city  line  ;  the  same  to  be 
in  accordance  with  specifications  adopted  by  Councils,  and 
to  contract  therefor  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or  bid- 
ders, at  their  discretion. 

Section  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost 
and  expenses  of  the  said  improvements,  there  be  and  is  here- 
by levied,  a  special  tax,  to  be  equally  assessed  upon  the  several 
lots  bounding  and  abutting  upon  both  sides  of  said  Perrys- 
ville PI  ink  Road  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  feet  front 
in  them  respectively  comprised,  and  bounding  and  abutting 
as  aforesaid. 
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Section  3.  That  as  soon  as  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said

of  Allegheny,"  passed  March  9th,  1869. 

Section  4.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  may  con- 
flict with,  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and 
Common  Couneils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  hy  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Com- 
mitte  on  Streets  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  invite  and  receive  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
a  plank  foot  walk  on  north  side  of  Ohio  street,  from  foot  of 
Troy  Hill  to  Bridge  street,  the  same  to  be  built  in  accordance 
with  specifications  approved  by  Councils,  and  to  contract 
therefor  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders,  at  their 
discretion. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  and  ex- 
penses of  the  said  improvements,  there  be  and  is  hereby 
levied,  a  special  tax,  to  be  assessed  upon  the  several  lots 
bounding  and  abutting  upon  the  north  side,  from  foot  of  Troy 
Hill    to    M'Fadden    street,    and   from    M'Fadden    street  to 
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Bridge  street,  on  both  sides,  equally  and  respectively,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  feet  front  in  them  respectively  comprised,  and 
bounding  and  abutting  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  as  soon  as  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said  im- 
provements shall  be  fully  ascertained,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  City  Engineer  to  assess  and  apportion  the  same  among 
the  several  lots  bounding  and  abutting  upon  said  Ohio  street 
as  above  specified,  respectively,  according  to  the  rule  above

Sec.  4.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  may  conflict 
with,  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

Resolved,  That  the  Water  Assessor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  assess  all  owners  of  manufactories  and  private 
dwellings  (who  are  not  and  cannot  be  assessed  according  to 
the  established  schedule)  five  mills  on  their  valuation  for 
water  purposes  :  Provided,  no  tax  be  levied  on  such  property 
holders  fronting  or  abounding  on  streets  or  alleys  where 
water  pipes  have  not  been  extended.

Kelative  to  Gates  and  Fences  on  railways  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  in  order  to  more 
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effectually  guard  against  accidents  to  life  and  property,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railway  companies  having  their  tracks 
in  the  City  of  Allegheny,  to  erect  and  maintain  gates,  the 
same  to  be  placed  parallel  with  the  streets,  and  on  a  line  with 
the  abutting  property  ;  at  the  Sandusky,  Anderson,  Federal 
and  Chestnut  streets,  and  Madison  avenue  crossings,  and  also 
such  other  points  as  Councils  may  direct,  within  said  city : 
and  to  erect  and  maintain  a  fence  or  fences  along  the  side  or 
sides  of  their  tracks,  at  each  and  every  place  in  said  city 
where  streets  are  opened  and  used  by  the  public  along  the 
side  of  the  tracks  ;  and  in  case  of  neorlect  or  refusal  of  rail 
road  companies  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
they  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  together  with  costs,  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5,  nor  more  than  $25,  for  each  and  every  day  of 
such  neglect  or  refusal,  the  same  to  be  recovered  summarily. 

oEC.  2.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinances  as  may  conflict 
with  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  11th  day  of  No- 
vember, A.  D.  1869. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Creating  a  Paid  Fire  Department,  and  defining  the  duties  of  tlie  officers 
and  members  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Allegheny,  shall  consist  as  follows :  One  Chief 
Engineer,  one  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph, 
a  company  for  each  Engine,  not  exceeding  seven  men  ;  for 
Hose  Company,  five  men,  to  be  classified  as  follows  :  For 
each  Steamer — one  engineer,  one  foreman,  one  driver,  one 
fireman,  and  three  hosemen ;  for  Hose  Company — one  fore- 
man, and  four  hosemen  ;  and  for  Hook  and  Ladder  Company 
— one  foreman,  and  five  hosemen. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Fire  Engines  and  Hose  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  the  requisite  number  of  persons  to  fill 
the  various  positions  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance,  who  shall 
hold  their  oflSce  during  good  behavior,  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  excepted  J 
both  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  Councils  a'.mually,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  Ordinance.  The  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of  any  company,  and 
to  disband  or  reorganize  any  company  ;  and  shall  adopt  a 
suitable  uniform,  to  be  worn  by  officers  and  men,  and  gen- 
erally the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Department,  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the  interest  of  said  Department: 
Provided,  Such  rules  and  regulations  are  approved  by  Coun- 
cils, and  are  not  inconsistent  with  any  Ordinance  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  sole  command  at 
fires  over  all  other  officers,  and  all  other  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  all  persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires  ; 
and  shall  take  proper  measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  further  protection  of  property,  preservation  of  order,  and 
observance  of  the  City  Ordinances,  and  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Fire  Department  respecting  fires  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Engineer  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 
fire  engines,  all  other  fire  apparatus,  and  of  the  engine, 
and  all  other  houses  belonging  to  the  city,  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  companies  attached, 
as  often  as  circumstances  may  render  expedient,  or  whenever 
directed  to  do  so  by  Councils  or  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Engines  and  Hose.  He  shall  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Engines  and  Hose  all  accidents  by  fire,  and  the  causes 
thereof,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  number  and  description  of 
buildings  destroyed,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  owners  and  occupants.  Supplies  for 
the  Department  can  only  be  obtained  on  his  order ;  and  all 
bills  shall  be  certified  by  him  to  the  Controller  for  payment. 
Pay  rolls  of  the  various  companies,  as  prepared  and  certified 
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by  the  foreman  of  each  company,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  shall 
be  consolidated  by  that  officer,  and  certified  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Engines  and  Hose,  for  their  approval,  at 
their  first  regular  monthly  meeting,  and  if  approved  by  the 
Committee,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  certify  warrants 
to  the  Treasurer  for  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each  com- 
panj/  to  keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  members  of  their 
respective  companies,  specifying  the  time  of  admission,  place 
of'residence,  age  and  discharge  of  each  member ;  also  keep 
the  time  of  every  member  of  his  company,  which  he  will  re- 
port, in  writing,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  monthly,  making 
affidavit  to  its  correctness.  He  will  have  special  charge  over 
all  city  property  pertaining  to  his  company,  and  see  that 
ev.erything  is  kept  clean  and  neat,  for  immediate  use.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  preserve  order  and  discipline  in  the  com- 
pany, and  require  and  enforce  a  strict  compliance  with  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment. 

Sec.  5.  The  Chief  Engineer,  and  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Department,  shall  be  qualified  by  oath  or  affirmation, 
that  he  will  faithfully  observe  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  perform,  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  all  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  salaries  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  be  fixed  as  follows,  and  paid  monthly : 

Chief  Engineer $900  00  per  annum. 

Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph..  800  00     "         " 

Foreman , 55  00     "  month. 

Driver,  Fireman,  and  Hosemen,  each 50  00     "         " 

Engineer 60  00     "         " 

And  in  consideration  thereof,  shall  give  their  individual  atten- 
tion to  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  7.  Should  any  person  or  persons  injure,  deface,  or  in 
any  manner  destroy  any  property  of  the  Fire  Department, 
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or  any  persons  hindering  or  obstructing  any  fire  company  or 
any  raember  thereof,  from  freely  passing  along  the  streets  of 
the  city  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any  manner  hindering  or  pre- 
venting any  of  said  companies,  or  any  member  of  the  same? 
from  operating  at  any  fire,  each,  any  and  every  person  or 
persons  so  hindering  or  preventing  or  obstructing,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ^5,  nor  more  than  $20,  to  be  recovered 
summarily  upon  conviction. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  or  persons  wilfully  creating  any  false 
alarm  of  fire,  by  means  of  the  telegraph  boxes  connected 
with  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100,  nor  more  than  $200, 
to  be  recovered  summarily  upon  conviction. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person  or  persons,  unauthorized,  having  in 
his  or  their  possessions,  making  or  causing  to  be  made,  any 
keys  of  any  fire  alarm  telegraph  box,  or  using  or  causing  to 
be  used  the  same,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  proper  ofiicer, 
he,  she  or  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$100,  nor  more  than  $200,  to  be  recovered  summarily. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  or  persons,  not  a  member  of  the  Fire 
Department,  shall  use  the  uniform  determined  upon  by  the 
Fire  Engine  Committee,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  their  per- 
mission ;  any  person  or  persons  found  guilty  thereof,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $5,  or  more  than  $20,  for  each  and 
every  offence,  the  same  to  be  recovered  summarily. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  to  keep  the  lines  and  machinery  in 
good  order.  He  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  ;  and  all  supplies  for  his  Department  can  be  ob- 
tained only  on  an  order  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  12.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  shall  be  elected  as  other  city  officers 
are  elected,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  space  of  one 
year.  They  may  be  suspended  for  inattention  or  neglect  of 
duty,  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Engines  and 
Ho3e,  with  the  approbation  of  Councils. 
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Sec.  13.  Any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  refusing  to 
do  duty  at  fires  shall  be  dismissed  the  service. 

Sec.  14.  It  will  be  unlawful,  after  the  passage  of  this 
Ordinance,  for  any  company  of  the  Fire  Department  to  hold 
balls,  festivals,  or  pic-nics ;  and  no  member  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment will  be  permitted  to  sell  tickets  for  the  benefit  of 
any  company,  or  individual  member,  under  penalty  of  dis- 
missal. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  be  no  loafing  or  loitering  allowed  in 
or  around  any  engine  house  at  any  time.  On  the  Sabbath 
day  the  doors  of  the  engine  house  shall  be  closed,  and  no 
work  done,  or  unnecessary  noise  made. 

Sec.  16.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  February  1, 
1870,  and  any  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  supplied  by 
the  foregoing,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  9th  day  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1869. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  secure  the  better  enforcement  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  relating  to  the 
Weighing  of  Cattle,  Hogs,  Sheep,  &c. 

Whereas,  There  are  gross  violations  of  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly relating  to  the  weighing  of  hogs,  sheep,  &c.,  committed 
regularly  by  dealers  in  said  stock,  and  the  city  is  thereby 
defrauded  of  an  amount  of  its  just  revenues  equalling  proba- 
bly, twenty  (20)  dollars  per  week. 

And  Whereas,  If  any  compensation  were  allowed  for 
giving  information  for  violations  of  said  Act,  it  is  probable 
that  the  same  would  be  better  enforced  and  the  city  thereby 
secured  its  revenues,  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny^  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  one  half  the  fine 
authorized  to   be  collected  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 
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1st,  1861,  relating  to  the  weighing  of  cattle,  hogs,  sheep, 
&c.,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  person  making  the  in- 
formation against  any  party  found  guilty,  before  the  Mayor 
or  other  proper  oflBcer,  of  violating  said  Act  of  Assembly. 
Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  12th  day  of  August, 
Anno  Domini  1869. 


AN   ORDINANCE 

rixing  the  widtli  of  Sidewalks  for  Alleys. 

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained 
and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  hereafter  the 
width  of  the  sidewalk  of  all  alleys  24  feet  wide  and  over, 
shall  be  5  feet. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  or  sup- 
plied by  the  foregoing  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  26th  day  of  August, 
A.  D.  1869. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  two  "Wliarf  Districts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  Ist  of  January,  1869,  the  wharf  shall 
be  divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  eastern 
and  western  districts  ;  Anderson  street  being  the  dividing 
line  of  the  districts. 

Sec.  2.  The  wharves  thus  divided  shall  be  put  in  charge  of 
a  wharfmaster,  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time  as  other  city 
officers,  at  the  first  meeting  of  Councils  of  each  year.  They 
will  be  required  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  each,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  receiv- 
ing as  consideration  the  rates  already  provided  bv  law. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  wharfmasters,  in  addition 
to  the  collection  of  wharfages,  &c.,  to  keep  the  wharf  in  good 
order,  and  see  that  no  dirt  or  rubbish  is  placed  on  any  portion 
thereof,  without  their  permission  and  under  their  direction, 
and  any  person  so  offending,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five 
dollars,  the  same  to  be  recovered  summarily  upon  conviction. 

Sec.  4.  Each  wharfmaster  will  be  required  to  make  a 
monthly  return  of  the  business  transacted  by  him  to  the  City 
Controller,  accounting  or  paying  to  the  City  Treasurer  at 
the  same  periods. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  conflicting  with  or 
supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed- 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  14th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, A.  D.  1869.

Authorizing  Construction  of  Culverts  on  Perry  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  the  Select  and

AN  ORDINANCE 

Kelative  to  Oil  Kefineries. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  after 
the  passage  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  deemed  unlawful  for  any 
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person  or  persons  to  erect  or  occupy,  or  cause  to  be  erected 
or  occupied,  any  building  or  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
fining oil,  or  to  erect  and  construct,  or  cause  to  be  erected  or 
constructed,  any  tank  or  tanks  for  the  purpose  of  storing  oil, 
or  to  engage  in  the  business  of  refining  oil,  or  to  store  crude 
oil  in  barrels,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Allegheny ;  and 
each  and  every  person  violating  this  ordinance,  or  employed 
in  the  erection  or  extension  of  any  such  building  or  tank  as 
before  described,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  for  each  and  every  day  thereafter 
that  said  violation  is  continued,  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  ;  said  fines  to  be  recovered  summarily,  and  every  such 
building  or  tank  is  hereby  declared  a  public  and  common 
nuisance. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  Sec.  1st  shall  not  apply  to  refin- 
eries already  in  operation,  provided  the  refineries  shall  not  be 
enlarged,  nor  works  extended,  nor  new  tanks  erected,  nor 
crude  oil  stored  in  barrels,  nor  new  buildings  or  tanks  erected 
in  case  of  destruction  by  fire,  when  such  destruction  shall  ex- 
ceed twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  whole  valuation,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  City  Engineer,  in  connection  with  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engines,  subject  to  like  penalties  as  provided  in 
Sec.  1st. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Kelating  to  the  Police  Force.

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hy  ike  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  en- 
acted hy  authority  of  the  same,  That  any  person,  who  shall 
sufi'er  his  horse,  mare,  gelding,  mule,  ox,  cow,  cattle  or  goat, 
to  run  at  large  in  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards 
of  this  city,  shall,  for  each  oifence,  on  conviction  thereof, 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  of  said  animals  so  running  at  large, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  every  of  the  aforesaid  animals 
so  running  at  large,  shall  be  considered  a  public  and  common 
nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  policemen,  or  any  of 
them,  to  seize  and  take  into  custody  and  impound  every  of 
the  aforesaid  animals  so  found  running  at  large,  and  if 
after  four  days'  public  notice,  no  person  shall  come  forward, 
claim  the  same,  and  pay  the  said  fine,  and  all  costs  and 
charges  attending  the  keeping  and  seizing  the  same,  every 
such  animal  shall  be   sold  at  public   sale  by  any  policeman, 
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and  after  retaining  the  amount  of  the  costs  and  expenses, 
he  shall  pay  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the  treasurer,  for  the  use 
of  the  city.

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "  an  Act  re- 
lating to  Sewers  in  the  City  of  Allegheny,"  made  and  provided 
the  24th  day  of  March,  1869,  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Allegheny  are  directed  to  provide  by  Ordinance  for  the  re- 
funding of  assessments  for  sewerage  purposes,  previous  to  the 
passage  of  the  above  referred  to  Act ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  authority  of  the  same,  That  annually,  at  the  time 
of  levying  other  city  taxes,  the  Councils  shall  provide,  in  the 
sewer  tax  then  levied,  such  an  amount  each  year,  for  nine 
years,  as  will  in  the  aggregate  liquidate  the  amount  due, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  heretofore  recited,  one-ninth 
of  the  whole  amount  to  be  refunded  to  be  paid  each  year,  as 
near  as  practicable. 

Sec.  2.  Any  ordinance  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting 
with  the  foregoing,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  23d  day  of  December,

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Eelative  to  Sewer  Assessments  on  Corner  Lots. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Alleghetiy,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  in 
the  assessments  for  sewers  upon  corner  lots,  where  the  sewer 
abuts  lengthwise  upon  the  line  of  any  lot,  the  Sewerage  Com- 
mission is  directed  and  authorized  to  make  an  abatement  of 
fifty  per  cent,  from  regular  rates. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  is  not  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance, 
that  it  shall  affect  the  regular  frontage  tax,  in  any  way. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  24th  day  of  June,

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  issue  of  Sewerage  Bonds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  if  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
have  Bonds  prepared,  to  be  designated  "  Sewerage  Bonds," 
of  sufficient  amount  in  the  aggregate  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  for  the  sewer  now  under  contract,  for  the  construction  of 
which  the  city  is  to  furnish  the  funds ;  said  bonds  to  be  of 
the  denomination  of  $500  and  $1,;l'00  each,  to  mature  in  ten 
years  from  datC'  of  issue,  and  to  have  coupons  attached  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every  year. 
Said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Controller. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  sales  of  said  bonds  which  may  be  issued 
shall  be  made  by  the  Controller  of  said  city,  by  and  with  the 
advice  ol  the  Finance  Committee,  and  in  all   other  respects 
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the  issue,  sale  and  disposal  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly  relative  to 
Sewers  in  the  City  of  Allegheny,  approved  the  24th  day  of 
March,  1869. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  faith,  credit  and  corporate  property  of 
the  City  of  Allegheny  be  and  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  the  interest  accruing 
thereon. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  may  conflict 
with,  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  14th  day  of  Oc- 
tober, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  Provide  for  the  Tapping  of  Sewers  and   making  connections  there- 
with 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after 
the  24th  day  of  June,  1869,  any  person  who  shall  be  the 
owner  or  lessee  of  premises,  desiring  to  connect  with  any  of 
the  sewers  of  the  city,  shall  first  make  application  at  the  City 
Engineer's  office,  upon  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Engineer  to  issue  a  permit  for  tapping  the  sewer, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  collect  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  the  privilege  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  the  permit  shall  be  granted  only  upon  the  condition 
that  the  owner  or  lessee  for  whose  benefit  such  connection  is 
made,  and  each  succeeding  tenant  shall,  in  consideration  of 
the  privilege  thereby  granted  and  enjoyed,  hold  the  City  of 
Allegheny  harmless  from  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  in  any 
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way  result  from,  or  be  occasioned  by  such  sewer  connection ; 
and  further,  that  they  will  not  permit  improper  materials  to 
be  thrown  into  openings  or  inlets,  such  as  grease,  rags,  shav- 
ings, sweepings,  or  kitchen  refuse,  or  solids  of  any  kind,  and 
will  at  all  times  keep  these  openings  or  inlets  properly  pro- 
tected with  gratings  and  catch-basins,  of  description  and 
form  approved  by  the  City  Engineer.  It  shall  moreover  be 
a  condition,  in  the  privilege  granted,  that  the  party  for 
whose  use  the  attachment  with  the  sewer  is  made,  shall  have 
all  down  spouts,  conductors  or  openings  from  buildings  that 
discharge  water  or  liquids  upon  the  foot-walks  of  the  streets 
connected  with  the  private  drain,  and  the  water  or  liquids 
carried  underground  to  the  sewer. 

Sec.  2.  The  Sewerage  Commission  are  hereby  authorized 
to  license  such  number  of  masons  or  plumbers  in  the  several 
sewerage  districts  of  the  city,  to  do  the  work  of  making  the 
connections  and  laying  the  drains  within  the  street  limits,  or 
outside  of  the  property  line,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
deemed  necessary  :  Provided,  No  party  be  commissioned  un- 
till  he  shall  have  furnished  said  Commission  with  a  satisfac- 
tory certificate,  signed  by  at  least  three  (3)  masons,  if  he  be 
a  mason,  or  three  (3)  plumbers,  if  he  be  a  plumber,  to  the 
effect  that  the  applicant  is  known  to  them  to  be  a  person 
regularly  educated  to  the  business,  and  is  qualified  to  perform 
the  duties  which  he  undertakes,  and  previous  to  being  li- 
censed by  said  Commission,  the  said  party  shall  file  a  bond 
in  such  sum  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Commission,  not 
less,  however,  than  two  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  conditional  that  he  will  indemnify  and  save  the 
city  harmless  from  all  loss  or  damage  that  may  be  occasioned 
by  reason  of  his  neglect  or  carelessness,  either  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  in  his  charge,  or  for  its  inefficiency  after 
completion.  And  conditional,  also,  that  he  will  promptly, 
at  the  proper  time  and  place,  restore  the  street  pavement  over 
trenches  and  openings  made  for  the  purpose  of  laying  drains, 
to  as  good  state  and  condition  as  he  found  it  previous  to  open- 
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ing  the  same.  The  repaying  shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Street  Commissioner.  Upon  the  completion  of  any 
connection,  or  at  stated  times,  as  may  be  determined  on  by 
the  Engineer,  the  agent  to  make  return  to  the  Engineer's 
office,  with  description  of  the  work  done,  on  blanks  prepared 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  The  agents  of  the  city,  as  such,  will  have  control 
only  of  the  work  that  lies  between  the  line  of  property  and 
the  sewer,  and  for  the  work  within  the  limits  described,  will 
be  held  liable  to  the  amounts  of  their  bonds.  The  whole  of 
the  work,  both  on  the  street  and  within  the  limits  of  the 
premises,  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
department,  (except  the  repaying,)  and  subject  to  such  rules, 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  established  by  that 
office.  The  expenses  incurred  for  making  connections  and 
laying  private  drains,  will  be  borne  by  the  persons  for  whose 
use  the  connection  is  made. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  licensed  to  make  connections  with 
sewers,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  immediately  deprived  of  his  li- 
cense. And  if  the  connection  with  any  sewer  is  made  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  it  shall  be 
used  for  purposes  not  specified  therein,  there  shall  be  incurred 
by  the  person  so  using  said  sewer  improperly,  the  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  summarily  before  the 
Mayor. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  place,  throw 
or  deposit  in  any  catch-basin,  sewer  or  drain,  butcher's  oifal, 
garbage,  dead  animals,  ashes,  shavings,  straw,  tan  bark,  or 
solid  refuse  of  any  kind,  and  any  person  so  offending,  or  caus- 
ing any  such  obstruction  to  be  placed  so  as  to  be  carried  into 
the  sewer  or  basin,  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  hereinbe- 
fore described  in  Section  4. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  injuring,  breaking  or  removing  any 
portion  of  any  catch-basin,  manhole  cover,  or  any  part  of 
any  sewer  or  appurtenances,  or  obstructing  in  any  manner 
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the  intet  or  outlet  of  any  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  recoverable  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  deemed  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use 
a  private  sewer,  or  house  drain  connected  with  any  of  the 
public  sewers,  without  providing  an  intervening  catch-basin 
to  catch  and  retain  the  silt  and  heavy  substance  carried  from 
the  gutters  or  sink  pools,  and  without  also  providing  at  all 
inlets  suitable  gratings  to  prevent  the  admission  of  rubbish  or 
solid  matters  that  might  find  their  way  to  them,  and  further? 
to  fix  appliances  to  trap  the  sewer  gases,  and  to  prevent  the 
escape  into  the  buildings  or  areas. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  deemed  unlawful  for  any  person  in  pos- 
session of  premises  into  which  a  pipe  or  other  connection 
with  the  public  sewer  or  drain  has  been  laid,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  oif  animal  refuse  from  privies  or  water  closets^ 
slops  from  kitchens  or  for  other  purposes  to  allow  the  same 
to  remain  without  good  and  perfect  fixtures,  so  attached  as  to 
allow  a  suflSciency  of  water  to  be  applied  as  to  properly  carry 
ofl"  such  matters,  and  to  keep  the  same  unobstructed.  Each 
day  the  same  is  permitted  to  remain  without  such  fixtures  for 
supplying  said  water,  shall  be  deemed  a  distinct  and  separate 
offence,  and  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars,  as  in  other 
offences  named  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  Engineer  shall  pay  over  all  moneys  re- 
reived  by  him  for  permits  to  the  City  Treasurer  weekly,  the 
same  to  be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  an  Inspector,  and 
such  other  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  by  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  All  drain  pipe  for  public  sewers,  or  for  private 
drains  connecting  with  the  public  sewers,  must  be  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  City  Engineer,  his  assistant,  or  an  au- 
thorized inspector  connected  with  the  Engineer  department. 

Sec.  11.  No  dwelling  house,  store,  or  other  building  shali 
be  erected  or  altered  on  any  street  or  alley  in  which  there  is  a' 
sewer,  without  providing  an  underground  connection  by  drain 
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pipes  Avith  the  sewer  for  carrying  oflF  all  the  drainage  that 
would  otherwise  flow  over  the  footway  or  sidewalk  of  streets- 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner> 
at  stated  times  during  each  month  (and  on  side  hil!  streets  after 
every  heavy  rain)  to  inspect  the  sewer  inlet  basin  or  basins, 
and  to  have  removed  all  silt  and  rubbish  collected  in  and 
about  these  openings,  and  at  all  times  to  keep  these  inlets  in 
a  condition  to  receive  the  surface  drainage  and  to  retain  the 
heavier  matters  carried  to  them. 

Sec.  13.  The  City  Engineer  shall  establish  such  rules  and 
regulations  in  reference  to  the  construction  and  use  of  house 
connections,  not   inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  or 
dinance,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  14.  Parties  granting  permits  to  drain  property  not 
fronting  on  the  street  in  which  the  sewer  is  located,  shall  pay 
a  special  rate  for  the  privilege  (the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Sewer  Commission),  and  shall  give  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  interpose  any  objection 
to  the  laying  of  a  sewer  on  the  street  upon  which  their  prop- 
erty fronts,  by  reason  of  their  having  tapped  another  sewer 
for  the  purpose  of  drainage. 

Sec.  15.  No  drain  from  any  building  shall  be  connected 
with  a  public  sewer  otherwise  than  by  a  drain  pipe,  which 
idhall  be  six  inches  in  diameter,  except  it  be  authorized  by  the 
Sewer  Commission. 

Sec.  16.  Notice  must  be  left  at  the  office  of  the  City  En- 
gineer by  the  person  who  is  to  make  the  connection  with  any 
sewer  or  drain,  when  such  work  will  be  ready  for  inspection 
previous  to  making  said  connection.  This  notice  must  be  in 
writing  and  left  between  the  hours  of  8  A.  M.  and  5  p.  m. 

Sec.  18.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  may  conflict 
with,  or  be  supplied  by  the  foregoing,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 


Supplemental  to  Ordinance  providing  for  the  Tapping  and  Using  of 
Sewers  in  Allegheny  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  such  establishments  as  taverns, 
eating  houses,  barber  shops,  livery  stables,  dyeing  and  scour- 
ing rooms,  and  factories  located  on  streets  and  alleys  where 
sewers  are  laid,  shall  be  provided  with  underground  drain  con- 
nections to  these  sewers,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  all 
the  water  or  liquids  that  Would  otherwise  be  discharged  on 
the  sidewalks,  or  in  the  gutters  of  the  streets  or  alleys,  by 
the  conductors,  or  down  spouts  of  the  buildings,  or  by  pipes, 
draining  sinks  or  other  receptacles  of  waste  within  the  prem- 
ises ;  and  further^  that  it  shall  be  made  the  duty  of  the  City 
Engineer  to  give  notice  to  all  parties  affected  by  this  Section, 
or  by  Section  2,  of  the  ordinance  passed  June  24:th,  1869, 
relating  to  new  buildings,  and  failing  to  comply  with,  the  pro- 
visions set  forth  therein ;  that  they  will  be  required  to  make 
underground  connections  with  the  public  sewers  within  the 
space  of  thirty  days,  otherwise  there  will  be  incurred  by  them 
the  penalty  of  twsnty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  summarily 
before  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  received  on  sewer  permits,  or  for 
fines  imposed  under  the  sewer  ordinance  now  in  force,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  General  Sewer  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner  to 
make  information  before  the  Mayor  against  parties  guilty  of 
violating  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  depositing  of  rubbish, 
offal  or  store  sweepings  in  the  sireet  gutters,  or  in  the  Sewer 
inlets,  and  also  for  any  violation  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sec- 
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tionsof  the  Ordinance  relating  to  Tapping  and  Using  Sewers, 
of  which  this  is  a  supplement.
